PEACHES, WEEPING, 
TELLS TALE OF LIFE 
Ao Mia. BROWNING 


Weird Marital Record Is 


Bared by 16-Year-Old 
in Crowded Court. 


CITES ‘SUNSHINE GIRL’ 
IN HER TESTIMONY 


Court Is Forced to Adjourn 
When Child Wife’s Story 
Is Broken by Tears.

White Plains, N. Y., Jan. 25.—A sor- 
did, shocking story of the married life 
of a 16-year-old girl, linked to a 52- 
year-old man, was told in open court 
here today by Frances (Peaches) Brown- 
ing. She was the principal witness be- 
fore Justice A. F. H. Seeger, in supreme 
court, in her suit for separation from 
Edward West Browning, New York real 
estate dealer. 

For four hours the acid-scarred girl 
wife, sometimes in tears, related a tale 
of marital abnormalities that forced the 
justice sitting in judgment on her 
cause to vel: his eyes. It covered a 
wide range. Much of it was unprint- 
abie. It reeked with tears, and blows, 
and heartbreak, and weird animal pets. 
It told of ganders and clay puppies in- 
troduced into the honeymoon experi- 
ences of a new wife. Over all, it 
charged that the intimacies of married 
existence were bared to publicity 
through words and pictures. 

Then, the weeping girl wife asserted 
that the elderly real estate man had 
demonstrated that he was an improper 
husband for herself and an improper 
steward for Dorothy: (Sunshine) Brown- 
ing, his 10-year-old adopted daughter. 

The husband’s suit and the girl's 
countersuit which for purposes of ex- 
pediency have been joined, started 
quietly and without excitement, ex- 
cept for the brief moment Justice

Henry 
Epstein, her counsel, ushered her to 
her seat by the counsel table. At 10:10 
o’clock Browning entered with his law- 
yers, Capt. Francis Dale and Julian 
Mack. The husband was flushed and 
slightly nervous, but he managed to 
find a seat and beam upon his audi- 
ence. Titters from young women in 
the audience banished his smile. Mrs. 
Browning was called to the stand half 
an hour later. She walked calmly, un-

NORRIS WING AGQUITTAL

Baptist Minister Is Cleared by 
Jury of Shooting Down 
Enemy Lumberman. 


14-DAY TRIAL IS ENDED 


Austin, Texas, Jan. 25 (By A.:P.)— 
Dr. J. Frank Norris, fundamentalist pas- 
tor of the First Baptist church at Fort, 
Worth, was acquitted by a jury tn ‘le 
trict court here early tonight, on 2 
charge of murder for the slaying of 
Dexter E. Chipps. The jury was out two 
hours and eight minutes. 

Former Sheriff Minter 
county handed the 
judge. It read: 

“We the jury find the defendant; J. 
Frank Norris, not guilty.’ 

There was a rush to Norris and his 
‘vife. The judge had threatened a $100 
iine or three days in jail to anyone 
making a disturbance. There were a 
few handclasps by women as the verdict 
was read, but this subsided when Judge 
James R. Hamilton ordered the bailiffs 
to arrest anyone continuing the ap- 
plause. 

The crush about Norris, shaking his 
hand, prevented the crowd from mov- 
ing. Norris finally broke away. Dexter 
E. Chipps, jr., son of the man Norris 
killed in the study of the First Bap- 
tist church at Fort Worth last July, 
wept and could say nothing when he 
ws asked for a statement. 

{t was understood that there were 
two ballots, the second ballot being 
taken because there was some misun- 
derstanding among the jurors about 
the first. The jury reached a verdict 
within an hour and twenty minutes 
after going to the jury room, but the

Four Cases Cited in Report 
Given to the Senate at 
_Reed’s Request.

A United States District judge, the 
city manager of Norfolk, Va., over- 
zealous prohibition agents and “Lone 
Wolf” Asher were given a share in the 
responsibility of the government’s “un- 
dercover” prohibition operations yester- 
day, when the Treasury Department 
transmitted a report, on the subject to 
the Senate at the request of Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missouri. 

In no one of the four cases dealt 
with in the original correspondence, 
and the covering letter of Brig. Gen. 
Lincoln C. Andrews and David H. Blair, 
did the dry enforcement officials accept 
full responsibility. It was stated, in 
fact, over the signature of these two 
officials that “it is the definite policy 
of the Treasury Department t>) forbid 
its representatives to engage in any 
activities deliberately intended to en- 
trap its citizens.” 

The correspondence developed, never- 
theless, that in the four cases cited the 
government engaged in “rum running” 
hetween the Canadian border and New 
York cities, included the purchase and 


}saie Of beer, whisky and wine, operated 


a poolroom and still at Norfolk, con- 
ducted the Bridge Whist club in New 
York and “pretended” to be engaged in 
the liquor traffic in Peoria, II]. 


Operations From 1924 On. 


The ‘‘undercover” operations extend- 
ed, according to the record transmitted 
to the Senate, from 1924 on. During the 
same period the record shows that two 
proposals were vetoed with illuminating 
reasons therefor. The objections as 
set forth in the “Baines organization”’ 
by V. Simonton, chief counsel for the 
chief prohibition investigator, were that 
“the government, if the facts came out, 
must expect: 

“First — Criticism 
bootlegging. 

“Second—Criticism of the entire rev- 
enue and coast guard service for open- 
ly passing bootlegging craft. 

“Third—Explain to Congress 
this was necessary. 

“Fourth—Face the imminent prob- 
ability of losing its case and face the 
censure of the public and courts.” 

This same reasoning apparently did 
not apply in the four cases which the 
the Treasury disclosed. It did not ap- 
ply in 1924 when R. Q. Merrick sug- 
gested, with the consent of a Federal 
judge, that the government go in the 
rum-running business between Can- 
ada and northern New York . cities. 
The advice and consent of Judge Frank 
Cooper, of the northern district of 
New York, was directly mentioned.

Compensation Only Basis for 
Mediation, Lenroot Says; 
Vote Is 79 to 0.

After much debate, the Senate yes- 
terday voted to express the opinion 
that arbitration of the Mexican con- 
troversy will be a good method of set- 
tlement if it can be brought about 
without jeopardizing American rights 
or weakening the government’s pres- 
ent policy of protecting American lives 
and properties. The Robinson resolu- 
tion, as amended by the Senate foreign 
relations committee, was adopted by 
a vote of 79 to 0. The vote would have 
been larger in favor of the resolution 
had more senators been present. 

It developed as yesterday’s discussion 
proceeded that the Senate really was 
voting on the abstract question of 
whether arbitration, if it can be 
practically employed in an international 
controversy, is not preferable to con- 
tinued dissension or strife. And the

Instead of 
minimizing the probabilities of drastic 
action by the administration by indi- 
cating that the Senate would not ap- 
prove of such a course, the amended 
resolution and the day’s developments 
served notice on the executive that he 
has a freer hand than he may have 
anticipated in dealing with Mexico. 


Armed Force Restriction Dropped. 


An amendment offered by Senator 
Norris, stipulating that the President 
must not use armed force without first 
consulting Congress, fell by the way- 
Side when it was shown that it would 
get no support. Thus Mexico is warn- 
ed that the President has a free hand 
tc use armed force in case the situation 
requires it, and Mexico is told in the 
resolution that the United States is 
conceded to have the right and duty 
to protect American lives and properties 
and that the government is left free 
to act in case President Calles confis- 
cates American properties pending the 
outcome of discussions over arbitration. 
Furthermore, Senator Lenroot, who 
voiced the administration’s viewpoint 
of the resolution, drew an advance pic- 
ture of the only arbitration which 
America would consider and this was 
calculated to demonstrate that Ameri- 
ca’s brand is not the brand that Calles 
has been exhibiting. 


But this was not all. It

suggested that adoption of the arbi-| 
tration resolution would have the ef-| 


fect at least of a friendly, though 
empty, gesture and thus would en- 
courage a harmonious and amicable 
spirit. Harmony and friendliness be- 
tween the two governments and even 
between the two peoples, however, was 
subjected to an additional strain by the 
course of the debate incident to pass- 
ing the resolution.

American Policy in China Big British re Be Is

Divergence of American and British 
views on Chinese policy was forecast at 
the White House yesterday, although 
President Coolidge has made it plain 
that the government will continue to 
afford all protection in its power to 
American lives and property in China. 

The nature of the demarcation be- 
tween the views was not specifically 
indicated, nor whether present action 
is involved or anticipated future de- 
velopments as to China. The President 
believes, however, that the existence of 
British concessions in China without 
any similar American territorial re- 
sponsibilities leaves room for some dif- 
ference in policy. 

Further precautionary steps to insure 
the safeguarding of American lives in 
China were revealed with today’s with- 
drawal of 500 marines from mail guard 
auty for concentration at San Diego, 


Calif., and Quantico, Va., marine corps 
expeditionary force bases. There was no 
indication that naval and military pre- 
cautions against Chinese eventualities

Dr. Julius I. Way and Dr. Frank 
Hughes, county physicians, revealed the 
information that Miss Clarke’s body 
showed bruises not only on the wrists 
and arms, as first reported, but that 


bruises showed on all parts of her body, | 


including bruises under her chin and 
on the left side of her face from coagu- 
lation of the blood, denoting, they said, 
that Miss Clark had been brutally as- 
saulted. 

Coroner William H. Thompson, head- 
ing the investigation, declared Miss 
Clarke evidently had been held pris- 
oner in or near Cape May from the 
time she left the train Friday night, 
January 14, until the following night 
shortly before midnight, as examina- 
tion of the stomach showed she had 
not eaten for more than 20 hours. 

All members of the coast guard sta- 
tioned at Cape May, who patrolled the 
beach in the vicinity where Miss 
Clarke’s body was found, including 
Capt. Edward S. Scull, who found her 
pocketbook, and Irwin Palmer, coast- 
guardsman who discovered the body in

Shanghai, Jan, 25 (By A. P.).—Citvil

ticularly the British. The Cantonese, 
having brought under their domination 
half of China in a remarkable campaign 
of arms and propaganda, have for the 
time ceased their attack upon the 
northern forces and turned their at- 
tention to elimination of foreign influ- 
ence. 

The British alignment against the 
nationalists has been more clearly 
drawn in the last two days with the 
nationlistS’ vigorous -pronuncijamento 
of yesterday directed most specifically 
against Great Britain, and the numer- 
ous dispatches from London reporting 
that three infantry brigades had been 
ordered to China to protect British 
lives and property in Shanghai. 

However, Chinese everywhere are ask- 
ing whether a force of such size will 
be held: for Buch a limited objective; 
whether part) of it may not be used to 
attempt to ore the cld position of 
the British at Hantkow, whose conces- 
sion distcicdD has been taken over by 
| nationa-ist euthoritizs fo: administra- 
tive purposes. Sfundreds of British and 
American women and children have 
come to Shanghai for safety since Chi- 
nese mobs forced them out of the Brit- 
ish concession in riots of January 3 
and 4. 


Sun Holding His Own. 


There is civil.war today in only two 
theaters—-Chekiang province, where the 
best reports agree that Marshal Sun 
Chuan-Fang, northern leader, is at 
present holding his own against the 
nationalist invaders of one of his prov- 
inces of eastern China, and in Honan

Year Limit on Redeeming 
of Property. 
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| The House District investigating sub- 
committee intends to recommend an 
income tax here to replace the intan- 
gible property. tax, it was developed 
last night. 

Representative Houston, of Delaware, 
said definitely that he was fayorable 
to it; Representative Hammer, of North 
Carolina, agreed, and Representative 
Gibson. of Vermont, chairman, said it 
looked like the best way to prevent the 
escapages under the present system. 

These three members have been con- 
ducting the inquiry, and their recom- 
mendations are likély to have consid- 
erable weight with the full committee. 
While their statements last night did 
not represent their final conclusions, 
there has been no doubt in the hear- 
ings of the last two months but that 
the committee was headed in this di- 
rection. 

Tax Assessor W. L. Richards indicated 
that he. favored the income levy in 
preference to the intangible tax. In- 
tangible collections mostly are lost mo- 
tion in all the States, Mr. Richards said, 
none of them collecting more than 10 
per cent of this class of levy and the 
great majority of them not collecting 
more than 2 per cent. Although the 
District has a very low intangible rate, 
he said, it ranks high in the matter 
of collections. 


Urges Certificate Purchase. 


Mr. Richards also recommended that 
the District be permitted to buy tax 
certificates instead of the system now 
in effect of selling them to private 
firms and individuals. The District 
government does all of the work inci- 
dent to the certificates anyway, he said. 
Mr. Houston suggested that a plan 
might be worked out whereby the Dis- 
trict could acquire property on which 
taxes were unpaid after a certain time 
and use it for park and school sites. 

Mr. Richards recommended that only 
three years be given for the property 
Owner to redeem property on which tax 
certificates were outstanding. The com- 
mittee undoubtedly will recommend 
| better publication of tax delinquencies. 

Harmon Burns, clerk of .the jury 
commission, testified as to the method 
of condemnation jury selections.

STEWARD SAYS $1,500 
MINIMUM NOT ENOUGH 


Equivalent Only to $900 in 
| Prewar Value, U. S. Em- 
ployes’ Head Declares. 


| Even if the minimum salary for gov- 
| ernment employes were raised to $1,500, 
iit still would be only the equivalent of 
$900 a year as measured by the actual 
value of the prewar dollar, Luther C. 
Steward, president of the National 
Federation of Federal Employes, yester- 
day told the House civil service com- 
mittee considering the Welch bill, 
designed to establish a $1,500 yearly 
minimum for full-time service per- 
formed by adult civilian employes. 

Mr. Steward pointed to the exces- 
sively large turnover in the Federal 
service, stating that in Washington for 
some time past it has gone about 20 
per cent each year. 

“This condition,” Mr. Steward as- 
serted, “indicated a diseased .condition 
somewhere and puts a tremendous un- 
necessary expense on the government 
{because of this constant loss of ex- 
|perienced employes.” 
| The personnel classification board 
‘was charged with gross neglect in 
| carrying out the provisions of the clas- 
|Ssification act as it was passed by Con- 
gress. If the board had acted as the 
law intended it should act, Mr. Steward 
indicated, it would have been unneces- 
sary to introduce special legislation to 
improve salary rates for the Federal 
service.

HOUSE DEMOCRAT 
TOBRING TAK ACTION. 


Prospects Diminish in Obtain- 
ing Sufficient G. 0. P. Sup- 
port for Garner Bill. 


PLAN AS AMENDMENT 
DISCUSSED IN SENATE 


Reed May Make the Offer as 
Addition to Deficiency 
~ Fund Proposal. 


(By the Associated Press.) 

Diminishing prospects of obtaining 
sufficient Republican support to bring 
the $335,000,000 Garner tax reduction 
bill before the House yesterday led 
Democrats in Congress to cast about 
for a new lever with which to force 
action on the tax issue. 

While Chairman Green of the House 
ways and means committee, where 
revenue legislation must originate, and 
two of its members, Representative 
Garner, Texas, ranking Democrat, and 
Mills, New York, Republican, engaged 
in a verbal tilt on the House floor, 
Senator Reed, Democrat, Missouri, an- 
nounced he was considering offering 
the Garner measure as an amendment 
to the deficiency appropriation bill 
now before the Senate. 

Reed and other Democratic senators 
discussed this step, but there was some 
question as to whether it would be at- 
tempted in view of the constitutional 
requirement that all revenue legisla- 
tion must originate.in the House. 


Three Names Added. 


Meanwhile only three House members 
added their names to the petition be- 
ing circulated by Representative Gar- 
rett, minority leader, to take the Gar- 
ner bill from the ways and means com- 
mittee, where it has been shelved with 
other revenue proposals. 

These brought the total signatures to 
179, of which 175 are Democrats. Rep- 
resentatives Schafer and Beck, of Wis- 
consin, Republicans, and Carse, Far- 
mer-Labor, and Kvalé, independent, 
Minnesota, are the others. 

A majority of the House—218 mem- 
bers—must sign to. make tke petition 
operative. Garrett said that of the 
total Democratic membership of 182, 
all had signed except two out of the 
city and five who are ill. 

Precipitating a brief round of debate, 


Mr. Green questioned the sincerity of}. 


the Democratic move for tax reduction, 
contending it had been postponed until 
too late in the session. 

Garrett replied that after Republican 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee had voted to table tax proposals, 
House rules required the minority to 
wait 30 legislative days before circulat- 
ing the petition. 

Garner, in a fiery speech, during 
which he personally called upon Speak- 
er Longworth and Representative Til- 
son, the Republican leader, to announce 
their. position, concluded by charging 
Republicans with full responsibility 
for killing tax reduction. When he con- 
cluded every member of the Democratic 
side rose and applauded.

P.).—The body of Charles L. Elrod, 
Lewellen, Nebr., was exhumed here to- 
day for a second examination of the 
viscera to determine if death was 
caused by poison. Elrod, alleged vic- 
tim of a “nhantom rival,” created by 
his fiancee, was found déad here Janu- 
ary 9. Physicians conducting a post- 
mortem declared poison was responsi- 
ble for his death, but a State chemist 
reported no poison was wound in the 
stomach.

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LITA GREY'S ALIMONY 


Los. Angeles Appellate Court 
Restrains Receivers From 
Making Payments. 


TAX CASE BOND PLANNED 


Los Angeles, Jan. 25 (By A. P.).—Lita 
Grey Chaplin’s $14,000 bill for alimony 
and court costs, awarded in her suit 
for divorce from Charlie Chaplin, was 
left dangling in the air for at least a 
week as the result of an alternative 
writ of prohibition’ issued today by 


the Second district court of appeal 
restraining the receivers in control of 
the comedian’s California fortune from 
making the payments. 

A hearing on whether the writ should 
be made permanent and prevent the 
payment of additional alimony of $4,000 
a month will be held next Tuesday 
morning. 

Technically the order is directed 
against the superior courts, which 
made the alimony award to Mrs. Chap- 
lin, but it will be defended by her at- 
torneys. The court also is restrained 
temporarily from making any further 
awards to Mrs. Chaplin. 

The petition filed in the appellate 
court by Chaplin’s attorneys charged 
that the lower court was without juris- 
diction in ordering the receivers to 
pay alimony to Mrs. Chaplin since the 
comedian was in New, York and had 
not been served with the divorce com- 
plaint. 

Attorneys for Chaplin interpreted 
the writ of prohibition which was is- 
sued by the court only after lengthy 
conferences with both defense and 
plaintiff's legal staffs, as applying only 
to the awarding of alimony and court 
costs, and prepared further attack on 
other superior court orders. 

The comedian’s counsel were of the 
opinion that $1,000,000 bond set in an 
appeal against the receivership will be 
posted soon. 

Following numerous’ consultations 
between attorneys representing Chap- 
lin and the internal revenue depart- 
ment, Los Angeles officials today re- 
ceived authorization to divide the in- 
come tax liens filed here on the actor’s 
properties, to differentiate between his 
personal holdings and those of his cor- 
poration. The total will be unchanged, 
Charles Cahplin ‘Film Corporation to 
be responsible for liens of $536,860 and 
Chaplin for the remainder.

Chaplin’s attorneys 
pleaded that he be permitted to post 
bond for his money in New York in 
order that he might return to Cali- 
fornia to complete work on a film and 
to fight for the custody of his two 
children.

The Rev. C. V. Cowan, chief of Pasa- 
dena’s board of motion picture censors, 
announced today that films in which 
Charlie Chaplin appears will be barred 
from theaters here.

Cowan declared Chaplin’s ‘‘moral atti- 
tude is no example for young people.” 

“Chaplin has earned the right to ex- 
clusion,” he declared.

Press) —Total earnings of the United 
Steel Corporation for the year 1926, 
announced today, fell just short of $200,- 
000,000 and were the highest ever made 
in @ peace-time year. The total in- 
come for the final quarter of the year 
was far in excess of expectations, also 
reaching a high mark, at $53,502,525. © 

The profits for 1926, amounting to 
$199,004,741, were largest since 1918 
and nearly $34,000,000 more than the 
total for 1925, which were $165,188,090. 
The figure for the final quarter com- 
pares with $52,625,826. for the preceding 
three months and $42,280,465 for the 
last quarter of 1925. 

An interesting feature of the an- 
nouncement was an increase in the 
amount of surplus appropriated for ad- 
ditions, improvements and betterments, 
from $25,000,000 as of last year to $30,- 
000,000. This amount is taken from 
the corporation’s surplus, $55,783,238, 
of which $15,950,470 was accounted for 
in the last quarter. : 

The directors of the steel corporation 
announced the regular quarterly divi- 
dend of $1.75 on the common stock and 
the same rate on the preferred stock. 
This does not involve any payment on 
the additional stock to be issued as a 
40 per cent stock dividend, which must 
first be approved. by the stockholders 
at their meeting in April. 

The equivalent of $17.96 a share is 
represented by net earnings for 1926, 
compared with $12.86 a share in the 
year before.

connection with the ccnsolidation. 

Under their original agreement with 
the Van Sweringens, the Pere Marquette 
directors agreed not to make any 
changes in dividends or enter into 
other merger negotiations before Febru- 
ary 1 of this year, by which time the 
revised plan was to be ready. Since 
the agreement was made the Van 
Sweringens are understood to have in- 
creased their holdings of Pere Mar- 
quette stocks to 40 per cent, giving 
them working control, so that no op- 
position from the Pere Marquette 
directors is likely. 

Wall Street heard reports today that 
new stock financing estimated at be-

Mexican government with disregard bf 
American rights, confiscation of Amert- 
can properties and other unwarranted 
acts. 

Senator King, Democrat, said more 
than 600 Americans had been murdered 
in Mexico since 1910 and $506,000,000 
worth of American property had been 
confiscated or- damaged. 

“No one can disguise the fact,” King 
said, “that alles inclines toward 
bolshevism.” 

“I repeat,” King said a moment later, 
“that Mr. Calles accepts in part the 
communistic policy. I think Calles 
has accepted in part the views of the. 
Russian bolsheviks with respect to | 
church. I say the Calles government 
is inclined to be anti-Catholic, anti | 
religious.” 

King referred to “the benighted peo- 
ple of Mexico” in the course of his 
criticisms and sarcastically said he be- 
lieved the Senate and the country 
thought the United States government 
should do no more than protect diplo- 
matically or ask to arbitrate in case 
American lives were sacrificed in a 
foreign country. 

Senator Pittman, Democratic mem- 
ber of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, ridiculed the idea that America 
would not go to war in case Amer- 
ican lives and properties really were en- 
dangered. He pointed out the ab- 
surdity, as he saw it, of the contention 
that America would remain supinely 
and quietly inactive under circum- 
stances calling for action. 


Mexicans’ Character Assailed. 


It remained for Senator McLean, Re- 
publican member of the foreign rela- 
tions committee, to inject a new note 


into the discussion and his frank de- 
scription of the Mexican people had 
more of a sting in it, so far as Mexico 
is concerned, than anything said in 
recent years in Congress. 

The real trouble, McLean said, was 
that the Mexicans were living in a 
period of stagnation and retrogression 
and were “too lazy to work, too weak 
to keep the peace and too proud to 
learn from others.” The climgte was 
partly responsible, the senator said, and 
he referred to a suggestion that the 
United States government send a sci- 
entist to join the forces of the Amer- 
ican embassy at Mexico City so that a 
study of the Mexican character could 
be undertaken on scientific lines. 

“No nation is bound to postpone in- 
tervention until it is too late to do any 
good,” said McLean, who favored a firm 
but patient policy. If America does 
not act in Mexico other nations may 
have to step in and act for us, he sid. 

Senator Edge said he though. the 
resolution did no good and he added 
that the Senate might only complicate 
matters by attempting to interfere with 
the chief executive. But he said that 
every one obviously favors arbitration 
if it can be employed, and therefore 
would vote for the resolution. 

Senator McKellar spoke for the reso- 
lution and Senator Gillet spoke briefly 
in support of the general arbitration 
idea, although he added that the gov- 
errnment naturally would consider ar- 
bitration if there was any hope of the 
success of this method. 


Heflin Speaks Again. 


Earlier in the day, Senator Heflin spoke 
again on the religious question, and in- 
troduced letters commendatory of him- 
self into the record. When he com- 
plained -that the newspapers failed to 
print his speeches or to give him the 
space they gave Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri he attributed this to a “conspir- 
acy of silence” against him on the part 
of the press. Senator Ashurst adroitly 
suggested that Mr. Heflin join the con- 
spiracy of silence, but no debate was 
precipitated yesterdgy by Mr. Heflin’s 
remarks.

Sees Tension Relaxed. 


Robinson predicted that the policy 
implied in the resolution would relax 
the tension between the two countries. 
The mixed claims commission, created 
September 28, 1923, might be made an 
agency for arbitration, the senator 
stated, or there might be another arbi- 
tral body set up or resorted to. 

“Only two alternatives to arbitration 
seem probable,” Robinson continued. 
“First, diplomatic breach and removal 
of the embargo on arms, and second, 
armed intervention to police areas in 
Mexico, which means war. 

“Unquestionably the withdrawal of 
recognition from the Mexican govern- 
ment by the United States and removal 
of the embargo on munitions would be 
calculated to result in anarchy and the 
final overthrow of the Mexican govern- 
ment. 

“It would cause a state of guerrilla 
warfare, in which thousands of inno- 


cent persons would be killed and hun- 


dreds of millions in property destroyed 
or stolen. It would paralyze every in- 
dustry in Mexico and impoverish for- 
eigners, including our own nationals. 


“The landing of an armed force by | 


this government in Mexfco for the pur- | 


| 


pose of protecting the property of our 
nationals would increase the unpopu- 
larity of our government through Cen- 
tral America and South America. It 
would solidify the Mexican people in 
resistance and result in the sacrifice of 
thousands who are not directly inter- 
ested in the Mexican embroglio.” 


Lenroot Demands Agreement. 


Senator Lenroot, who followed Rob- 
inson, said: 

“Arbitration involves, first of all, the 
existence of a dispute. 
no arbitration without an issue formed. 
Hence there can be no arbitration con- 
cerning the existence of an admitted 
right. 

“It is universally held that a nation 
has not the right to confiscate the 
property of the nationals of another 
country. Forfeitures may be lawfully 
imposed in certain cases for violations 


| Of law rightfully applicable to the na- 
| tlonal,~ but confiscation can not be 


resorted to. 

“Hence, in so far as controversies 
with Mexico involve admitted con- 
fiscations, they can not be the subject 
of arbitration except where there is 
a dispute as to the amount of the 
compensation to be paid for the taking, 
as is provided in the claims conventions 
now existing between the United States 
and Mexico. 

“I would next observe that a nation 
can not escape the performance of an 
international obligation by placing the 
source of its violation in its constitu- 
tion. An international right can not 
be swept away, and the purpose of 
one of the amendments to the pend- 
ing resolution is to make certain that 
the arbitration, if had, shall include 
all the international property rights 


of American nationals that are in, dis- 


pute.” 

“In other words,” Lenroot added, 
later, “if we arbitrate Mexico must 
agree to preserve the status quo and 
cease their alleged acts of confiscation 
during the arbitration proceedings. 
Without this agreement, the United 
States could not, of course, consider 
arbitration. 


Insists on Compensation. 


“If, however, Mexico will compensate 
American owners for property confis- 


cated, and also will agree to arbitrate 
the question of the property rights of 
Americans in minerals and oil acquired 
before May 1, 1917, and the question 
of renunciation of American citizenship 
so far as concerns property rights, and 
also will cease further confiscatory acts, 
and preserve the status quo in Ameri- 
can property rights as of January 1, 
1926, there is no reason why friendly 
relations with Mexico should not be 
established.” 

Oil interests comprise less than 25 
per cent of the American interests in 
Mexico, Lenroot pointed out. After 
citing the confiscatory features of the 
new Mexican constitution, Lenroot 
said, “we cannot arbitrate a question 
of right to confiscate.” 

“There are not only large estates in- 
volved but many small ones,” he con- 
tinued. “I have read a letter from 
Kansas to a member of this body. He 
stated that about 35 years ago an 
American colony moved to Mexico and 
acquired a tract of land which they 
divided among themselves. His son and 
daughter are now living there on 80 
acres of land. He writes that the 
colony has been notified by officials 
that they propose to take 2,400 ecres 
of their lands and give it to the Mexi- 
cans. 


Says U. S. Has Been Lenient. 


“I could give many instances of this 
character that have come to my atten- 
tion, and I repeat that so far as I can 
ascertain, no American has yet received 
any compensation for lands taken un- 
der Mexican agrarian laws. Instead of 
bullying Mexico, the fact is that our 
government has been most lenient, and 
in the desire of Mexico to provide lands 
for her people has been most sympa- 
thetic and helpful.” 

Senator Lenroot then reviewed the 
background of the dispute over oil 
lands. 

“The law of December 31, 1925, 
obliges the owners of vested rights in 
petroteum lands secured prior to May 
1, 1917, to surrender those rights for 
concessions of not more than 50 years,”’ 
the senator pointed out, “the date of 
the concession to date from the time of 
the first exploitation of the land for 
oil, or the date of the contract for the 
exploitation. 

“The applicant was required to apply 
for the concession before December 31, 
1926, and failing to do so his property 
was declared forfeited to the govern- 
ment. In addition, an American 
owner before he could secure a con- 
cession in exchange for his title was 
required to enter into an agreement 
before the Mexican department of 
foreign affairs that he will be consid- 
ered Mexican in respect to his property 
and not to invoke the protection of 
the United States government’ under 
penalty in case of breach of forfeiture 
to the government of the concession 
acquired. 

Explains Oil Controversy. 

“Here is the crux of the oil contro- 
versy. An American on May 1, 1917, 
had a fee title to the land, and all 
the oil in the soil under the surface. 
That was a vested right. It was his 
to do with as he chose subject only to 
the payment of taxes, and police regu- 
lations regarding the drilling of wells 
and production of oil.

Naturally, the administra- 
tion favors the principle of arbitration, 
and would delighted if American 
rights could always be made secure by 
arbitration. But what if American 
rights can not be secured by arbitration? 
Are the rights then to be sacrificed for 
the sake of maintaining the principle of 
arbitration ? 

The Senate resolution recognizes that 
“by virtue of sovereignty” it is the duty 
of the government to protect American 
life and property, and that this duty is 
not to be. neglected or disregarded. There- 
fore, if if should be found that the con- 
troversy with Mexico is not susceptible 
of adjustment by arbitration, it may be 
assumed that ‘the Senate will support the 
administration when it performs its duty 
in protecting American life and property. 

President Coolidge has repeatedly in- 
timated that the only question at issue 
between the United States and Mexico 
is whether Mexico can take American 
property without paying for it. If the 
Senate had furnished a fofmula for sub- 
mitting that question to arbitration it 
would have given valuable assistance to 
the executive. 

The Mexican constitution and the laws 
decreed by President Calles seek to take 
American property without paying for 
it. The Mexican government has tried 
to make it appear that American and 
other foreign concerns can “confirm”’ 
their holdings in Mexico by applying for 
concessions, to run for 50 years and to 
be renewable for 30 years more. But the 
Mexican law makes it impossible for any 
American or other foreign corporation to 
obtain a concession. Only foreign in- 
dividuals may apply for concessions, and 
then only after they forswear the right 
to appeal for protection to their own 
governments. 

No foreign corporation producing oi! 
in Mexico has applied for a concession, 
for the simple reason that it can not do 
so under the new laws. Only individuals 
can make such applications. 

The Mexican government is now re- 
fusing to issue permits to foreign cor- 
porations to drill for oil on their own 
properties. This action is a part of the 
plan for taking away the property of for- 
eigners without paying for it. 

Americans and other foreigners own- 
ing farming lands in Mexico have al- 
ready suffered from the Mexican con- 
fiscation laws. Their property has al- 
ready been taken in many cases, without 
a cent of compensation. Senator Len- 
root places the value of American-owned 
property in Mexico at $1,389,061,000, of 
which $318,063,000 is in oil property, or 
less than 25 per cent of the total. Rural 


he 


property owned by Americans in Mexico 


is valued at $166,047,000. Mr. Lenroot 
states that 121 “appropriations” and 662 
seizures have been made, and that not a 
dollar has been paid in compensation. 
The special and general claims commis- 
sions appointed to adjust claims between 
the United States and Mexico have 
ceased to function. The Mexican govern- 


ment gives notice that its pledge to re- 


spect American property rights is not 
binding, because it was not in the form 
of a treaty. That. government now 
enacts laws which “nationalize” the prop- 
erty owned by Americans and other for- 
eigners. These laws attempt to destroy 
titles. President Calles insists that he is 
compelled to enforce these laws in 
obedience to the Mexican constitution. 
President Calles holds that he is bound 
by the censtitution to take away the 
property of foreigners. President Cool- 
idge is bound by the Constitution and by 
the Monroe doctrine to see that the prop- 
erty of Americans and other foreigners 
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in Mexico is not taken away from them 
without compensation. 

It is a conflict between constitutions, 
between two irreconcilable systems, one 
of which is based upon the principle of 
the private ownership of property, which 
the other seeks to destroy. In its es- 
sence the controversy is between America 
and communism. There is no possibility 
of arbitrating the controversy. 


THE CONGRESS SITUATION. 


With less than six weeks left of this session, 
the legislative situation is causing anxiety. The 
leaders of the alleged majority party are pre- 
paring to rush through the appropriation bills; 


require long and: extensive discussion. 

Behind all the moves made on both sides of 
the aisle in Senate and House is the game.of 
politics and the 1928 election. There are 
many important matters that Congress eventu- 
ally must face, but the lack of time as well as 
the lack of party control makes it difficult if 
not impossible to dispose of any of them in 
this session. 

The situation is not encouraging so far as 
the public is concerned because of the prob- 
ability of still smaller party control in the next 
Congress. This is a government by parties; 
and when neither party has a working control 
in both houses of Congress, nothing .construc- 
tive can be done with problems of a contro- 
versial nature. 

An extra session of Congress after March 4 
would not he'p the situation, and would only 
produce debate with no reasonable prospect of 
a decisive conclusion, The country does not 
want more congressional discussion over 
partisan questions. 

An uncertain majority of either party in 
Congress is deplorable, for tlfe reason that 
neither party can be made wholly responsible 
for deeds done or undone. It would be far 
better for the people to elect a decisive ma- 
jority to both houses of either party than to 
elect a bipartisan Senate and House, with no 
party responsibiJity and no party achievement. 

This is the situation today; and the people 
who elect members of the two houses must 
be content with what is possible out of the 
political complexion they themselves have cre- 
ated. They must await the election of a new 
House and one-third of the Senate having a 
majority large enough to fix responsibility and 
make possible a final settlement of many na- 
tional questions. 

A watchful minority is a good thing in all 
legislative bodies. But a majority party is 
necessary if there is to be responsibility and 
accomplishment. 


FEDERAL AND DISTRICT WATER. 


The Washington Board of Trade recently 
advocated the creation of a special commission 
to study the relative interest of the Federal 
government and the District of Columbia in 
the local water distribution system, with a 
view to determining the share which each 
should pay for its maintenance. A ‘protest 
against the unfairness of the situation has 
been laid before the House appropriations 
committee, together with a request for an ap- 
propriation of $20,000 to form the commis- 
sion. . 

Expansion, maintenance and operation of 
the water distribution system is paid for from 
the funds of the District water department, 
which are collected from the private users of 
water. None of the annual appropriations 
granted to the District are allotted to this cost, 
nor does the Federal government pay for the 
water it uses. During the war a 24-inch main 
was laid along B street to supply the tem- 
porary buildings, the cost of which was borne 
by District water department revenue. This 
main is to be extended to provide for the new 
buildings to be located in the Mall-Avenue tri- 
angle, and the Board of Trade contends that 
the cost of the extension should be borne by 
the Federal government rather than by the 
citizens of the District of Columbia. 

P Should the water department be forced to 
assume this experse, another raise in water 
rates seems unavoidable, despite the fact that 


only last year the water rent levied against 
|private consumers was raised some 12 per 
_ cent. 

| The local public should not be forced to 
| bear the expense of extending water mains to 
| feed government structures, nor does it seem 
fair that the Federal government should bear 
no share of the upkeep and operation of the 
water works.

PASSENGERS BY AIR. 


Discussing the future of air transportation, 
John H. Trumbull, governor of Connecticut 
and chairman of the board of Colonial Air 
Transport, Inc., which organization recently 
has made a proposal to the Postoffice De- 
partment to undertake the operation of the 
New York-Chicago division of the transcon- 
tinental air mail route, makes the statement 
that with the demand for speedy transporta- 
tion constantly increasing, and with great dis- 
fances between cities, passenger traffic must 
be considered as a very important adjunct of 
air commerce. The Colonial company has a 
record of achievement which makes the state- 
ment particularly significant. During the 
last six months its planes have flown a dis- 
tance equal to more trag-three times around 
the earth at the equator, transporting mail be- 
tween New York and Boston. Every schedule 
of flight has been completed and there have 
been no accidents involving loss of mail or in- 
jury to any one, despite the fact that the route 
has laid over the rocky and wooded hills of 
New England, through a country beset much 
of the time with heavy sea fog. 

Gov. Trumbull predicts that companies 
operating commercially with military type 
planes adapted for package and mail carriage 
will eventually be forced to discard their 
equipment in favor of-large multi-engined ships 
designed to carry passengers, the coming back- 
bone of the business, in addition to freight 
and -express. 
the Colonial company, which soon will have 


ane Ford multi-mototed planes and. four 
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and, if possible, pass up all matters that might’ 
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Fokker multi-motored planes in operation, in 
addition to six single motored monoplanes. 

The piblic has avoided travel by air for 
two reasons; first, because of supposed dan- 
gers, and second, because of the expense in- 
volved. The fear of the air gradually is be- 
coming dispelled, and recently figures have 
been made public throwing a new light on the 
cost of this modern method of ‘travel. On 
Monday last, the Wright Aeronautical Cor- 
poration engineered a test flight between New 
York and Washington in .a Wright-Belanca 
cabin monoplane, carrying, besides the pilot, 
6 passengers and 250 pounds of baggage. 
Cost records were kept of the gasoline and 
oil, pilot’s pay, depreciation and proportionate 
allowance for repairs. The cost per passenger 
was $6.94 each way, the railroad fare between 
the same points being $8.14, and each flight 
saved more than two hours as compared to rail- 
road running time. ; 

The experiment gives added emphasis to 
Gov. Trumbull’s statement, 
be carried by plane quickly and cheaply, and, 
judging by- the performance record of the 
Colonial company and others engaged in regu- 
lar flying, without undue danger. It will not 
take the public long to realize these facts and 
to adopt the‘ plane in their everyday life. 
Obviously passenger traffic will constitute a 
considerable item in the development’ of com- 
mercial air transport. | 


STATIC AS A BAROMETER. 


Some two years ago, Lieut. Earl H. Kincaid, 
navigator of the U. S. S. Kittery, discovered 
that weather information sent out each day 
from Arlington apparently bore a relation to 
static conditions. Almost unconsciously he be- 
gan~to use the radio as a supplementary 
barometer. When reception was difficult he 
listened for announcements of changing at- 
mospheric pressures between himself and Ar- 
lington, and each time they were received. 
Finally the operator was instructed to keap 
a watch for static and note its direction. In- 
variably when heavy static was reported, Ar- 
lington warned of changing pressures. Finally 
a radio compass was installed on the Kittery, 
and two and a half days before the Nassau 
hurricane entered the area of the surface 
weather map, the compass gave warning. 
When the Miami hurricane first appeared its 
course was plotted by the radio compass, and 
the Kittery steamed around it successfully. 

Now the Navy Department is attempting to 
perfect a device which will make possible 
daily production of a graph of static condi- 
tions, just as weather 
With the new instrument it is hoped to be 
able to ascertain approach of a storm at sea 
long before existing meteorological instru- 
ment® announce its proximity. 

‘ Even the meanest thing has its uses. Radio 
fans, wasting their breath against the squeal- 
ing and raucous voice which so often. makes 
reception nearly impossible, need only remem- 
ber that each rattle and bang constitutes a 
warning of peril to an old dog of the sea, and 
the distortion will become easy to bear. If, 
however, naval engineers can devise a piece of 
equipment which will warn fmfallibly of a 
storm at sea, perhaps they can go a step 
further, and invent something to keep static 
over the water where it can be of actual serv- 
ice. Keep it off the land and every one will be 
happy. 


REIGN OF THE CAN OPENER. 4 


In the twenty years which have passed since 
the enactment of the pure. food and drugs act 
there has been a remarkable growth of the 
canning industry in this country, and in- 
cidentally a complete understanding has been 
reached between canners and the government. 

That the can opener has largely superseded 
the “hired girl’’ in American domestic economy 
is evident from*the summary of the canning 
industry just made public by the census 
bureau. That summary shows that during the 
season of 1925 112,935,180 cases of vegetables 
were packed in the 2,402 establishments which 
reported their operations to the Department 
of Commerce. During the same period 25,- 
718,141 cases of canned fruits, besides 
1,052,6386,757 pounds of dried fruits and 
1,237,550 pounds of dried vegetables were 
“put up.”’ 7 

This, however, does not represent all the 
activities of the canners, for they were busy 
with pickles, sauces, preserves and jellies, to- 
gether with miscellaneous products with which 
to pack the shelves of the ‘‘delicatessen’’ 
stores and domestic pantries. The total value 
of the products of these factories, and by the 
way they do not include meats, fish or oysters, 
reached the enormous total of $616,067,748. 
By the time these cases of fruits and vegetables 
have passed through the hands of the jobber, 
the wholesaler and the retailer, the ultimate 
consumer will have paid somewhere about 
$1,250,000,000 for his canned stuff. 

No figures can ever be obtained of the 
canning operations conducted in the homes and 
on the farms. Every farm wife considers it 
her duty to “‘put up” a winter’s supply of 
cherries, strawberries, pears and other fruits, 
with plenty of jelly, and in the orchard dis- 
tricts “apple butter’’ and marmalades are not 
neglected, to say nothing of corn and 
tomatoes, which are always staples. 

Fifty years ago the industry was a rather 
puny infant. Today it is among the most im- 
portant commercial transactions in many of 
the States. Then it was every company for 
itself, and throat cutting was the favorite in- 
door sport, especially during periods of dull- 
ness in the trade. Today the American Can- 
ners association is one of the leading trade 
organizations. Dr. P. B. Dunbar, assistant 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, addressing the asso- 
ciation recently, said: ‘Food and drug in- 
spectors are no longer regarded as detectives 
but as technicians who help manufacturers to 
produce legal, and, therefore, marketable 
products,’’ and he added, ‘‘American manu- 
facturers are almost universally committed to 
the policy of giving the consumer an honest 
product, not only because it is the right thing 


-to do but it is because it is the best business 


policy.’

ALIEN EGGS. 

All the agricultural woes are not con- 
fined to the United States, says the 
Newcastle Courier. In the tight little 
state of the British egg, and has issued 
a fat printed report of the same.

IN CHURCH SLAYING 
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the absence of the defendant, who had 
gone to his hotel. 

Dr. Norris showed no emotion when 
the verdict was read, but his face was 
white and drawn. Not until his lawyer, 
Marvin Simpson, stepped over to him 
did he give expression to his feelings. 
He embraced Simpson and wept. 

Part of the crowd followed Dr. Nor- 
ris outside the courthouse, and the 
handshaking continued down the street 
toward his hotel. His children clung 
to his arms and his wife was at his 
side. 

The jury, composed of farmers, la- 
boring men, a former sheriff, clerks 
and merchants, freed the minister on 
the ground that he shot Chipps to save 
his own life when Chipps came to Dr. 
Norris’ private study to protest against 
attacks which the defendant had made 
on Mayor H. C. Meacham, of Fort Worth, 
and other friends of Chipps. 

The court had directed an. acquittal 
in the event the juniors found that Dr. 
Norris had fired believing his life was 
in danger. 

“The big issue in this case is, what 
was in the preacher's mind when he 
fired those shots,’”’ Dayton Moses, de- 
fense attorney, had declared in closing 
the arguments in behalf of the minis- 
ter. “If. he believed his life was in 
danger, you must write your verdict of 
acquittal. We do not ask for mercy; 
we ask for justice.”

nection with the burning of his Fort 
Worth church and parsonage. 

The circumstances which. led to the 
murder trial had a religious and politi- 
cal background, but nearly all of this 
was excluded from the trial by a rul- 
ing of the court.° 

Dr. Norris repeatedly charged that 
there was a conspiracy to kill him and 
that Ch’gps was the instrument to 


'carry out the will of the conspirators. 


Virtually none of the religious phases 
of the Norris-Meacham troubles enter- 
ed the courtroom in the trial. -There 
were a number of references to the 
Ku Klux Klan in the examination of 
veniremen and no known members of 
the Klan were permitted on the jury, 
though two former members’. were 
jurors. One venireman who said he 
was a Catholic, was eliminated. 

Norris’ plea in chief was self-defense 
based on the legal principal of “appar- 
ent danger” which declares that when 
a Texan is in a position in which he be- 
lieves he is in danger of losing his 
life, he may fire ‘in self-defense. 

The defense contended that Chipps 
came to Norris’ office after threatening 
to kill him; that he told the pastor he 
would kill him if he did not cease his 
attacks on his friends, and that he 
wheeled on Norris and made a move to 
his hip pocket, saying “I'll kill you” 
when Norris shot. It was brought out 
by the State that Chipps was unarm- 
ed. 

The only eye-witness for the State 
was Mrs. Roxie Parker, of Tarrant 
county, 76-year-old widow, who said 
she arrived at Norris’ door just as 
Chipps was shot. She testified Chipps 
had one hand in the air.

Former Hyattsville Mayor | 
Says Petitions Against Board | 

Are Being Circulated. 


Opposition to the proposed plan for 
developing Maryland land adjoining the 
District, as expressed in proposed legis- 
lation creating a State park and plan- 


ning commission, on the ground ose 
the burden will be borne by Prince) 
Georges and Montgomery counties, de- 
veloped yesterday in a protest forward- 
ed Gov. Ritchie by Matthew F. Hal- 
loran, former mayor of Hyattsville. 

Declaring circulation of pétitions in 
Support of this view has started. Hal- 
loran made public his letter.to Gov. 
Ritchie, which is as follows: 

“In view of your often repeated state- 
ments that you are opposed to the 
growing tendency toward too much 
legislation, I am taking the liberty to 
write you in regard to the proposed bill 
for the creation of .a park planning 
commission. 

“While I am not opposed to the gen- 
eral purposes of the proposed bill, I do| 
not think the residents of Prince} 
Georges Montgomery counties! 
should be made to bear the entire ex-| 
pense through increased taxation. As| 
you know, the taxes at the present time, 
are high enough and before any pro-} 
posal is approved which increases these 
taxes, a very careful consideration 
should be given to the bill. It is my 
belief the people of these counties 
should at least be allowed to vote on 
the question whether they wish to tax 
themselves for improvements which will 
benefit the people of the District of 
Columbia far more than the residents 
of Prince Georges and Montgomery 
counties unless the State assumes the 
expense. 

“It is not my wish to take up too 
much of your time, so I shall only ask 
you to bear these few things in mind 
before placing your approval on the 
proposed legislation.”’ 


Planning Held Untenable. 


Dealing with the Washington subur- 
ban sanitary commission’s park plan- 
ning phase of the project, he asserted 
it is untenable, inasmuch as it placed 
the burden of taxation on the people 
of the counties, whereas the benefit -is 
general and the expense should be 
borne by the State. 

“Maryland not only contributed all 
land for Washington’s parks but ceded 
territory known as the District of Col- 
umbia for the home of the National 
Capital,” he said, ‘and a potential ob- 
ligation, therefore, rests upon the Dis- 
trict to-—extend-—its—system of parks 
through Montgomery and Prince Georges 
counties in beautifying the gateway of 
the Nation's Capital, consistent and 
compatible with the dignity of the 
richest nation in the world. 

“The small number of taxpayers in 
the two counties named can not be ex- 
pected to carry this enterprise into ef- 
fect with any degree of satisfaction nor 
bear the brunt of expense. It is un- 
thinkable,” his statement continues. 

Admitting beautification of the Capi- 
tal on a scale commensurate with its 
magnificence is an improvement in 
which all are interested and heartily 
join, he advocated that there be intro- 
duced at least the old “fifty-fifty”’ Dis- 
trict plan, with the State bearing its 
Share of expense equally with the Dis- 
trict, thereby relieving the peoples’ 
burden in the counties mentioned.

Now Paying Triple Tax. 

Dealing with conditions in his own 
town, Halloran stated: 

“Hyattsville now pays a triple tax, 
one to the county, including the State 
and sanitary commission; one also to 
the sanitary commission for sewer and 
water construction and water consump- 
tion, and one to the town. Street im- 
provements, walks and roads, neverthe- 
less, are assessed in full against abut- 
ting property owners, though the 
Streets are extensively used by heavy | 
traffic from Washington, Baltimore and | 
more distant points. | 


“It is proposed to pay the chairman | 
of the Waskington suburban sanitary 
commission an additional $3,000 a year 
salary and $500 a year to five members 
known as the park planning commis- 
sion. There should be no distinction 
in salary. The salary of all should be 
either $3,000 or $500 per annum. 

“The sanitary commission has ex- 
ceeded its organic functions. It was 
not intended to engage in park plan- 
ning or plan for purposes other than 
water and sewerage operation. 

“At a dinner Saturday by Maj. E. 
Brooke Lee, some of the speakers gener- 
ously proposed a tax of 7 or 15 cents 
on the $100 on the Montgomery and 
Prince Georges taxpayers for cost of 
administration and purchase of park 
land. 

“Overtaxation is not only detrimen- 
tal but ruinous to communities which 
they can not long endure. 


Beautification Concerns All. 


“The beautifying of the gateway to 
the National Capital a matter of 
pride that concerns all—not alone the 
small number living in the suburban 
sanitary commission’s zone. 

“Unless the State bears the expense 
the matter should be submitted to the 
people of Mongtomery and Prince 
Georges counties, who should not be 
committed to the views of interested 
individuals. 

“This ia too big a question, too 
great in magnitude, to leave to the 
taxpayers of these two counties, who 


te

would be obliged to handle it from a 
local standpoint. Certainly their citi- 
vens alone should not be taxed for im- 
provements general in character. 

“The scheme recently advanced by 
those who have systematically studied 
the question of a park-forest from 
Baltimore to Washington is the logical 
one for enhancing the beauty of the 
Capital becoming its magnificence. 

“Suburbanites are not collectively or 
individually in need of parks, distinct- 
ly a city necessity, for they live in de- 
tached homes usually of 50-foot front- 
age, ample for lawn purposes. 

“The gateway to the National Capi- 
tal will be greatly beautified by ex- 
tending the Anacostia park develop- 
ment project from the District line 
to Bladensburg, intersecting the Wash- 
ington-Baltimore boulevard and the 
Annapolis national defense highway, a 
matter ‘of great utility, instead of 
ending in a blind wall, the present in- 
tention. Intelligent, intense interest 
should be exerted toward this accom- 
plishment.”’

Another, he said, is the great improve- 
ment in quality. 

The general program is to make men’s 
nd to make it a custom 
to wear different shoes for every occa- 
It would be an unwritten law to 
wear anything but tan shoes before 6 
and black shoes after 6. Then there 
would be summerweight shoes and 
winterweight shoes for men and a gen- 
eral variety of styles. 

Mr. Geuting explained: 

“There is one sock & man never 
changes—the lining of his shoes. A 
man will wear his shoes until they drop 
off his feet. That should not be. A 
man should give his shoes a rest—let 
them dry. The present custom is high- 
ly unsanitary. It would be far more 
satisfactory if men would keep changes 
of shoes as they do of clothes. It also 
would save them money.” 


Shoe men also are directing their 
efforts toward comfort in men’s shoes 
in order to eliminate the ‘breaking in.” 
Their theory is that a man rather had 
be arrested than have to break in a 
pair of shoes.

President Coolidge expects the Kel- 
logg statement to be confined to ques- 
tions raised in the British communica- 
tion having to do with China’s unequal 


treaties. Steps to protect Americans in 
China and their property from mob 
violence are regarded by the President 
as aside from these matters of policy 
as to the treaties. 

In the meantime, direct advices from 
Shanghai, as well as via. London, draw 
attention to an impending clash be- 
tween Cantonese troops and northern 
Chinese forces under Chang-Tso-Lin, 
Manchurian dictator and supporter of 
the Peking central government, some- 
where in the interior of Chekiang prov- 
ince. Observers here agree that a pitch- 
ed battle somewhere south and west of 
Hangchow is in prospect which might 
have decisive results. 


Might Relieve Powers. 


A northern victory presumably would 
relieve apprehension of western powers 
as to what might happen if a Can- 
tonese victorious army appeared before 
Shanghai and demanded possession of 
the vast and wealthy international set- 
tlement there. Hangchow may prove 
to be the key to the Cheklang military 
Situation and to Shanghai. 

Disclosure that there exists room for 
differences of policy between Washing- 
ton and London recalls that the Brit- 
ish memorandum was pitched in a 
tone very conciliatory toward Chinese 
nationalistic aspirations. It urged 
steps in concert by western powers to 
make effective immediately the so0- 
called Washington surtaxes to double 
China’s customs revenues. 

The question of making these addi- 
tional taxes security for external obli- 
gations of China would be waived. The 
memorandum also urged amendment of 
existing extraterritorial treaties to give 
China greater equality.

POINCARE DODGES 
DEBT PACT ISSUE 


Premier, Before Finance Com- 
mittee of Deputies; Evades 
Settlement Question. 


Paris, Jan. 25 (By A. P.).—Premier 
Poincare, sparring with the finance 
committee of the chamber of deputies 
today on financial and monetary prob- 
lems, dodged the question as to whether 
his government would press for ratifi- 
cation of the war debt settlement. 

Confining himself chiefly to a report 


'of the improved. financial situation of 


the French government, he told of the 
steps taken to improve the country’s 
finances since his cabinet went into 
office last July. 

The premier, who also holds the 
finance portfolio, said his ministry had

Air Progress Seen

Charles A. McAllister, president of the 
American bureau of shipping, read to- 
day at the annual meeting of the board 
of managers.

Throughout the rest of the north, 
into which the Cantonese have not 
penetrated, antiforeignism is _ still 
passive. 


Britain Masses Forces 


To Back Far East Policy 


London, Jan. 25 (By A. P.).~-The 
most formidable array of British fight- 
ing ships brought together outside of 
home waters since the great war 1s as- 
sembling at the China station to back 
up the policy of the British govern- 
ment in protecting lives and property. 


The combined army and naval forces 
which will soon be on hand for armed 
service in China in the event of an 
emergency approximate 19,000 to 21,000, 

Maj. Gen. John Duncan, who will 
command the land forces in China, de- 
parted for the Far East aboard the 
transport Megantic from Liverpool 
this afternoon. The Megantic will call 
at Malta on the way. Gen. Duncan has 
had much experience, particularly in 
Gallipoli and eastern Europe in the 
world war. 

The naval forces already in China 
waters include the fifth cruiser squaed- 
ron, consisting of six vessels; the third 
destroyer flotilla, eight vessels; the 
Yangtse and West river gunboat flotilla, 
fifteen vessels; thirteen submarines and 
three attendant ships; three vessels 
commissioned, temporarily for special 
service; four sloops, a twin&crew mine- 
sweeper, two surveying ships and the 
aircraft carrier Hermes. 

‘Two cruisers are on their way from 
the East Indies, and the destroyers 
Wanderer and Wolverine ard the es- 
corting gunboats Aphis and Ladybird 
from Malta. Four cruisers are steaming 
to China from the Mediterranean. 

Despite the precautionary measures, 
officials still have a hopeful attitude 
that the actual trouble will be avert- 
ed, this based on the fact that Charge 
O'Malley and Eugene Chen, the Can- 
tonese foreign minister, are continuing 
their negotiations at Hankow. If, how- 
ever, any progress toward an agreement 
has been made, nothing of the kind is 
indicated in the official dispatches 
given out here.

FLOOD IN CINCINNATI 
GAINS UNION STATION 


Passengers Forced to Board 
Trains Elsewhere; Other 
Cities Report-Drop. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Jan. 25 (By A. P.). 
Railroad service into the central Union 
passenger station in downtown Cincin- 
nati was cut off late today by flood wa- 
ters from the Ohio river. Passengers 
were forced to use other means of 


transportation to get outlying stations.

Huntington, W. Va., Jan. 25 (By A. 
P.)—The Ohio river had reached a 
stage of 52.6 feet here tonight and was 
still rising at the rate of a half inch 
an hour. Officials at Government dam 
28 predicted the crest would be reached 
at 53 feet some time early tomorrow. 

Water fiooded several streets and in- 
terrupted street car service today. The 
tracks of the Baltimore & Ohio rail- 
road were completely inundated. Ap- 
proximately 100 families have been 
driven from houses along the river. 


Wall Street Plans 
Foreign Listings 


New York, Jan. 25 (By A. P.).— 
Special legislation, designed to permit 
the trading in shares of foreign corpo- 
nations in their original form in the 
New York market, is being worked out 
by officials of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, in cooperation with the heads 
of large banking and investment con- 
cerns, it was learned today. 

At present the only manner in which 
such stocks have been legally traded in 
was by depositing a large block with a 
trustee and issuing certificates against 
it, the certificates being admitted to 
trading in the various security markets. 
This method was regarded as cumber- 
some and objected to by many foreign 
corporations who did not want large 
blocks of their securities trusteed in 
various financial centers.

Ballou Widens Age Margin for 
Kindergarten and First- 
Grade Pupils. 


BIRTH DETAILS REQUIRED 


Extension of preprimer classes in the 
District schoois is contemplated by 
District school authorities, it was dis- 
closed yesterday in a circular sent 
school principals by Dr. Frank W. Bal- 
lou, superintendent of schools. 

The extension is in lihe with the pol- 
ick of paying greater attention to the 
proper development of the individual 
child rather than of grouping children 
by ages, as has been the custom in 
the past. Preprimer classes have been 
created in the past, and the results 
have demonstrated their 
school officials said. 

On recommendation of Robert Hay- 
cock, assistant superintendent in charge 
of elementary schools, Dr. Ballou yes- 
terday extended slightly the margin by 
which underage children may be ad- 
mitted to kindergarten and first grades. 
Under the formal rules, only children 
whose fifth birthday fell on November 
1 or March 15 following the beginning 
of the school semester could be ad- 
mitted to the kindergarten. The same 
thing applied, with 6 years as the mini- 
mum, for the first grade. 

Under the new regulations, children 
under age may be admitted by special 
permission when their birthdays come 
before December 1 or April 15 follow- 
ing the beginning of the term. 

Under the new plan only those chil-: 
dren who show a sufficient mental de- 
velopment to justify their transfer 
from the kindergarten to the first grade 
will be so transferred. 

A more detailed statement regard- 
ing the birth of new pupils is to be 
required under another order issued 
voces The date of birth, place of 

irth—-the exact place, and not a city 
or a BState-—-and the place where the 
formal record of the birth is kept wil!

INCREASE NO BURDEN 


| ON CITIZENS, IS PLEA| 


Question Up on Fixed Wage 
Under Classification Act. 
of 1923. 


The first move tn a campaign by the 
‘rat Chamber of Commerce to increase 
the salaries of the District commis- 
sioners from $7,500 to $10,000 met with 
a rebuff yesterday before the House 
subcommittee on District appropria- 
tions when the delegation representing 
the chamber was informed that the 
committee had no authority tn the 
matter, and that a special law would 
have te be passed. 

The delegation, headed by Col. Rob- 
lert N. Harper, as chairman, and includ- 
ing former Representative Frank W. 
Mondell, Ross P. Andrews, Charlies H. 
Tompkins and Dorsey W. Hyde, jr., 
pointed out that for 29 years both 
members of Congress and District com- 
missioners received $5,000 a year. 

Then, in 1907, salaries of members 
of the House and Senate were raised 
to $7,500, while the commissioners con- 
tinued to receive $5,000. In 1925, mem- 
bers of Congress increased their salaries 
to $10,000, and gave the belated in- 
crease of from $5,000 to 87,500. which 
they themselves had enjoyed eighteen 
years before. 

It was argued that the popuwiation 
of Washington has increased greatly, 
the city has widened, the number of 
District employes has increased, and 
the duties of the commissioners rapidly 
have grown more strenuous and com- 
plicated, while the value of taxable 
property has increased. The increase, 
‘it was stated, would be no burden on 
the taxpayer when it would be a means 
to attract desirable men 


Question on 1923 Law. 


Chairman Funk replied that ‘he 
committee had no jurisdiction in the 
matter, but 
would receive any information tending 
to show that it was within the juris 
diction of the committee 

There was some question 
whether the classification act of 1923 
abrogated previous fixed salaries.

London, Jan. 26 (By A. P.).—Nearly 
200 deaths from influenza in London 
during the last week have been recorded 
with the authorities. In some of the 
poorer districts of the city people had 
to stand in line to obtain death certifi- | 
cates. 

Reports of the ministry of health 
show that 470 persons died from the 
disease last week in the 105 largest 
towns outside London. 

During the last five weeks there have 
been 65600 more deaths from influenza 
than for the corresponding period last 
year.
